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2022 Partisan Primary election reconciliation
documents are due today

For clerks who manage their own elections in WisVote, reconciliation
must be completed within 30 days of  the election.




Absentee ballots due to go out within the next
two weeks - here's what you need to know
Please note that all absentee ballots must be issued by September
22 for any applications that you have on file.

Tips To Prepare And Get Organized

Establish a working relationship with your local USPS office(s) early.
You can set up a meeting with your local representative, and in
that meeting make sure they are aware of ballot deadlines
If using a mail vendor, confirm that the EL-122 Certificate envelope
will be printed in compliance with USPS standards.
Buy stamps or work with USPS to get postage indicia printed onto
ballot envelopes. Please note that, per statute, all ballots sent
within the United States must have return postage.

Duties And Details About Absentee Ballots

Absentee requests received by the clerk must be fulfilled within
one business day, and ballot information should be added to
WisVote within 48 hours when an application has been received, a
ballot has been issued, or a ballot has been returned by the voter.
Remember to check your pending absentee applications from
MyVote under the Absentee Application tile in WisVote. These
applications require clerk review of the application and/or the
photo ID.
All absentee ballot envelopes must contain the return address for
the municipal clerk and return postage if you are sending a ballot
to a voter within the United States.

Counties must deliver ballots to their
municipalities by  Wednesday, September 21

This is to ensure that municipalities have sufficient time to fulfill any
absentee ballot requests by the state deadline (September 22).

New non-voting address
designation will be available
for clerks to use in WisVote

Elections officials will soon have
option to check a "non-voting
address" box in database address
records

Wisconsin law only allows for voters to register
at an address that is their residence and,
because not all addresses are residential,
clerks will soon have the option in WisVote to
designate certain addresses as "non-voting."
 
With this change to WisVote, clerks will be able
to mark addresses that they know to be non-
residential, thereby preventing anyone from
using that address as part of their voter
registration process. This won't prevent new
valid (i.e. green pin) addresses from being
created, so clerks should still review their
MyVote-created addresses on a regular basis.
 
Finally, it's important to remember that there
may be a select few rare and infrequent
cases where someone may need to register
at a non-voting address, such as with
homeless voters.
